A GREENBACK'S STOKY. 


JL WELL WBITTEK OUTLINE OF THE CAHEEIt OP 


A SPECIMEN OP THE *'jlATTtE BORN 1KD 
BLOOD STAINED" CURRENCY, THE BEST CUR- 


RENCY THE WORLD .EVER SAW AND THE OE- 
JECT OF LOGAN'S ANI> MOKTOS'S wcn-amr. 
A writer iu the Chicago Tribuua says : 


"Since Douglas Jerrold wrote his pathetic 
'Story of a Feather/ it has been the fashion 
to sketch the fortunes of tho iimuiuiate ot- 
jocts wliicli circulate rapidly from hand to 
hand among men. Why is it that 110 ouehas 
yet written the story of a greenback? It 
would be full of interesting contrasts. 
Im- 


agine tho green paper pressed upon tho en- 
graved plates, and then quivering under the 
meteoric signature of General Spinner. The 
oblong product of rags and lump black is 
now — money. An almighty Congress has 
reduced the almighty dollar to this. 


Tho bit of paper goes into tho Treasury 


vaults, tbftt whisper to it of the time when 
they held gold. 
It is paid out, iu a huge 


bundle of its fellows, to a contractor who 
has been furnishing shoddy to our aimy, 
then lying before Vicksburg. 
Plucked out 


of the bundle and placed iu his pocketbook, 
it travels to tho front, whither he -goes to 
see a general who is his silent and sinful 
partner. A battle begins. 
Our troops are 


routed. The scared contractor waves his 
money in his fingers, offering it all for a 
chance to ride to safety. 
Tho Confederate 


cavalry dash down upon him. He is caught, 
stripped, and sent to the rear. This partio- 
ular greenback is dropped on tho battle field. 
Here groans, robbers of tho dead, and mo- 
notonous moral reflections on the horrors of 
war may bo inserted iu great profusion. 
A 


wounded man, clutching the ground in his 
last agony, unconsciously picks up the bill, 
His stiffened fingers close upon it the mo- 
ment of death. A prowler cuts it out of his 
dead hand. 
A doctor, searching for the 


wounded, detects the thief in the act and 
fines him the amount of tho bill, which he 
appropriates to his own use. 


A few days afterwards a contagious dir. 


euse attacks him in the hospital He dies, 
bequeathing his effects to his betrothed. 
Here can come a sketch of a lovely heroine, 
Southern type of beaiity. loved by stalwart 
slaves, who have sworn to stay by her in 
her loneliness and defend 'young missus' 
from harm. 
They do so — until tbo Federal 


army is near enough to make flight safe. 
Lovely heroine receives effects of dead 
doctor; presses each article to her ruby (or 
coral) lips; kisses tho greenback with es- 
pecial fervor, reflecting that sho can now 
buy a parasol; inhales infection from it; 
aud dies with as much pathos as Little Nell. 
The death must, however, be rapid, in or- 
der that the bill may flutter to the floor and 
bo at once picked up by Pompcy, the faith- 
ful slave, who is thus rewarded for his 
single devotion to his young 
mistress. 


Pompey disappears ere morning with the 
greenback. 
After an interval of some years 


during which the bill aces various phases of 
Southern life, runs tho blockade, is captured 
at sea, and brought to tho North, it reap- 
pears as a vote persuader in the South Caro- 
lina legislature. 
Once inured to this work 


it playfi a prominent part iu Washington. 
It attends tbo Credit Mobilier investigation, 
hid in tho pocket of tho 'statesman' it has 
bribed, aud heara that ornament of our 
country declare that he iH utterly innocent, 
and that the sudden swelling of his bank ac- 
count at the time when Credit Mobilier div- 
idends were declared was caused by gener- 
ous donations from unknown but loving 
friends. Ho afterwards gives the bill to the 
temperance causo (tho crusade being very 
strong in his district). 
It is paid out for 


crusade printing, and is nest laid on a count- 
er in payment for whiskey. It falls into tho 
hands of a Communist, who makes a wild 
speech ou tho tyranny of capital and tho in- 
justice of interest that night, and tho nest 
day louds tho bill to a fellow working man 
at 10 per cent, a month. It vibrates between 
hovels and palaces, botween innocence and 
vice. It helps pay a salary grabber. 
It is 


waved in tho sacred atmosphere of the Sen- 
ate Chamber by an eloquent orator, who 
decants upon its blood sealed beauties, and 
calls for the issue of millions liko unto it. 


It tells the story of 1850, and closes it by 


saying: 'In 1'JOQ I was presented at tho 
Treasury counter, but tho clerk eaid that so 
many millions like mo had been printed that 
tho country never could pay them off, aud 
that the wiso men of tho land had therefore 
decreed that gold should uot be usod, but 
that all tho paper issued should be kept in 
circulation, and should be based on tho faith 
of tho notion. Then my owner stated ho had 
taken mo sonic years befoie for a bad debt, 
and had been trying over siuco to get rid of 
me, but nobody would give him the smallest 
thing for me. " Well, yes," said the clerk, 
"tho fact is that the bills have been — repu- 
diated. Sad, very, but n necessity!" So my 
country has robbed me," quoth my master. 
And this is tho reason why iny present pos- 
sessor, who is a collector of worthless odds 
and ends, has a French ossignnt and a Con- 
federate shiuplastcr ("id n Continental bill 
on tho page of his album that ho holda me."

votion by forsaking mo tho next day. Not 
withstanding tho unusual brevity oC my mat 
rimoiiiol career, ami the fact that 1 had pro 
viously been the idol of a happy home, hi 
desertion appears to havo left uic iu uttc 
wretchedness and imminent danger of star 
vation, under which depressing circuuiBlan 
ceslwrote tho poem referred lo — u remorse 
ful lament for tho mother whoso heart' I hat 
broken. This view was scarcely less unhap 
py than tho former, aud would have alTcctci 
mo deeply, excepting that I never was iuvi 
ted to elopo from boarding school. I neve 
eloped from auywhcro. I never 
attendee 


boarding school. My husband never desert 
ed mo, and I never brake my mother's heart. 
But I was drawu away from the uiourufu 
contemplation of those things by a third 
statement, lo the effect that I wrote the 
poem on my death-bed iu Philadelphia, in a 
wretched hovel, whore the rain drifted in 
across Iho miserable bod whereon I soon 
afterward breathed my last. 


This was the best story of the three, bo 


cause it was conclusive — it put Iho uuiortu 
iiate writer out of her misery. But just as 
commenced to exult over this cousumrua 
tion, a Jersey gentleman, Mr. Alexander M

Like tho culprit in court 
whoso case wai; so pathetically presented tc 
the jury as to touch oven himself to tears 
I must admit that I did not know I havi 
suffered so much until informed of it by th 
sympathetic newspaper correspondent.

Thoy aro snld to bo capable of 
making n ton of ico from n ton of coal. Tho 
process in, therefore, too oxnonoivo for UBO 
in tho countries which ataim most in need 
of ice machines, for Ihoro fuol ta oithoran 
ncfcrce as ico, or moro costly than imported 
iofl.

CANJUIX BIBDS.— A writer in the Baltimore 


American, who has been making a tour of 
the bird fanciers' establishment in that oily, 
says: "The oauaij is above^ all singing 
birds the most popular. These birds were 
originally from the Canary Islands, but 
they were introduced into Europe during 
the sixteenth century. They were iirst im- 
ported t» Italy, and from there spread to 
the adjoining countries. The German birds 
are the best singers, and in the Kingdom of 
Hanover no less than 00,000 nro raised an- 
nually. There ace imported to this country 
from France and Germany about 60,000 
every j-enr. While the German bird fanciers 


-~ era have bestowed theirwholo efforts upon 


the vocnl power of the canary, French fanci- 
ers have by judicious breeding greatly in- 
creased the size and symmetry of the birds. 
The German canaries in most ciras lose 
their musical power in about 
one year 


after they are imported. The American 
bred canaries, nlthough not as line singers, 
lagtjrom five to seven yer.rs. It is said that 
the reason of the success of German fanciers 
in training their birds is due to their plac- 
ing their young canaries in cages with larks 
and other European songsters, from whom 
the canaries learn many of their most beau- 
tiful melodies. Imported birds sell at from 
$8 to $20. American birds from $i! to $10. 
The mocking bird is the only rival the ca- 
nary has. The characteristics are. too well 
known to need comment. The best singers 
come from 
Georgia and Florida. They 


bring from $15 to $20 each. What fanciers 
consider fine singers are oieedingly scarce 
not one bird in three hundred being first- 
class. These fine birds bring $100 and up- 
wards apiece. The nightingale is byfan- 
ciers considered the most melodious of all 
birds. The compass and variety of its voice 
make it a great favorite in Europe. 
The 


bird is found in all European countries, but 
is by fanciers in this country •onsidered 
rare. They bring from $23 to $50 each.
